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Continuation of 1 1. Regarding to the Applicant's argument that the Skelly reference does not teach a) "clipping segments"; (b) recording 
the clipped segments as new programs"; and (c) "selecting some of the recorded progrnms, and merging the selected progrnms into a 
new program," The Examiner disagrees. Skelly teaches pre-defined events for a particular performance. These pre-defined events may be 
characterized as a special event, for example hockey game, a goal, or a shot.
